science. A policy of this kind, which 
means picking out from Galileo just 
the things that we recognize today, 



has the effect of reducing Hie his- 
tory of science to dullness. The 
movement of the earth, the circula- 
tion of the blood, the right formula 
for Lite acceleration of falling 
bodies— these are things that every 
schoolboy knows, things that have 
become second nature ■ for modern 
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m.m. What oiia'igc* from tlii.s typ* 
of history, tlicreloiv. o not any 
impression of th: genius of ;i i opei* 
niciis or a Harvey or a Giililv *. but 
a conviction ihui eviribidy !<e in 
those days must have been more 
than ordinarily stupid.

He drew atten- 
tion to the problem of the transmis- 
sion of knowledge, and the migra- 
tions of knowledge, and to the 
importance of the institutional back- 
ground. It was In connexion with alt 
this that he wrote: ‘‘I wish events 
to be coupled with their causes/' 

The history of science failed for a. 
long time to measure up lo this 
pattern. Its progress was slow and 

■ peculiar, portly because the scien- 
tists. though highly conscious of 
their own techniques and their 
methodico? handting of evidence, 
seem to' have thought that hlstori- 

I Cal -minded ness and the criticism, of

A further 
obstruction was caused by the fact 
that the histories of the separate 
sciences could so easily be regarded

Far from 
fleeing the cultural machine, he is 
in urgent need of it — to reassure 
him that, whether or not he’s writ- 
ing. he's a Writer. 

Hence, most of his adventurer, as 
a cultural emissary behind the Iron 
Curtain, as the guest of honour at a 
publisher's party in England, as a 
speaker at a girls' college in the 
Deep South. He even takes his 
holidays on a stretch of notedly 
literary beach, where he knows he 
will be recognized :

Just as he goes trnm gathering to 
admiring gathering, lo keep up the 
essential supply of boost, so he goes 
from girl to girl— loathsome the 
machine may be. but it doesn’t 
leave its victims short of sex (and 
nor. il should he said, do the vic- 
tims usually tail lo repay what they 
arc loaned). Becli is unmarried, and 
though now and then as whimper- 
ingly in need of true love as he is 
of his next novel, means to slay that 
way : an ego so soaring and vora- 
cious has no room for family mai- 
lers. Ultimately Bcch is his (now 
declining) career.

book-reading, as measured roughly 
by public library borrowings and 
sales of paperbacks, has expanded 
on a vast scale: even sales have 
increased, although only to some 
0J4 per cent of all consumers' 
annual expenditure (accord ing to 
Bryan Luckham in The Writer in the 
Market rime)-, and it is worth 
surmising that (all questions of 
Public Lending Right apart) the 
book-bo r-rovy ing habit has become 
so entrenched in British social life 
thut any municipal cut-back must be 
limited in scope (and might— O alii- 
tudo ! — even lead to a spurt 
in book-buying). Moreover, the 
national spending on books in edu- 
cation— still at an absurdly low 
level, with only 0.85 per ■ cent 
of the total educational budget for 
schoolbooks (compared with 4 per 
cent in West Germany)— is hound 
li« grow rapidly, with thc inescapa- 
ble expansion of primary, secondary 
anil higher education. Consider the 
possible effect, for instance, of the 
fourfold increase in the number of 
people enduring higher education 
between l%(l and 1 480, if official 
targets are reached. Again, the atti- 
tude to books is changing, among 
children, parents, teachers and 
authorities — influenced. variously, 
by the campaigns against hook- 
poverty, the remodelling of curri- 
cula Rod methods, and the spread of 
tho paperback habit. All this is, of 
course, of more than restricted edu- 
cational significance : a continuing 
boom in buying books for schools 
and colleges is of prime importance 
in the future of publishing books 
for everyone else. 

Institutional sales, then, will 
rocket during the 1970s; and. in 
spite of the notorious reluctance of 
the average British citizen to pay 
money for reading books, it is 
surely noL utopian to expect an 
increase in individual buying during 
the next decade. Here is a much 
larger potential public than ever 
before, of people who are better- 
educated, more literate and some- 
what more accustomed (through 
thirty years of paperbacks) to the 
luxury of book ownership, living to 
a society which, it is confidently 
: predicted, will (wans and recessions 
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permitting) take a great deal more 
leisure and will use more of it Rt . 
home. Is it inconceivable that thc 
book-buying public will, at least, . 
double by 1980. especially if, as 
seems likely (and as seems impera- 
live) the publishing trade — rational- . 
ized and reorganized — makes a . 
more determined and concerted q 
attempt to sell books ? 

So much for the home market. j ( 
which has been steadily shrinking in v 
relation to exports since' the war. j 
What about foreign sales in the next |, 
decade? Here, as in the domestic M 
sector. British publishers face ob- c 
vious threats to expansion and. v 
indeed, to thc maintenance of current t 
export levels. There is the con tin- j 
uing (though somewhat receding] L 
possibility that, as anticipated at j 
Stockholm, the " developing " { 
nations will ignore international ( 
copyright conventions, and practise ^ 
widespread piracy (as measured by 
privileged nations and their 
aulliore). A more immediate and 
more certain threat to publishers' 
revenue from abroad is the Increas- 
ing compel it Ion from American and 
local interests, especially in those 
countries where, once upon a time, , 
British suzerainty was unchall- 
enged. Australia may case away 
from the yoke of foreign ownership 
(somo 80 per cent of the nominally 
Australian industry), or the United 
Slates may buy its way into nn ■ 
increasingly larger slice of that 80 
per cent. Opportunities in India 
may narrow, under pressure 'Tom 
developing local enterprise and 
from American and Russian compe- 
tition. And so on. . . . Yet there Is 
nothing inevitable about our defeat 
in such overseas markets, although 
some pessimists appear to believe 
that British publishing is bound to 
disappear, in the aftermath _ or 
Empire, as a matter of historical 
necessity. Belter organization ; more 
capital ; and. above all, more intelli- 
gent government understanding over 
postal charges, S.E.T., Ax., and 
more generous government fiid—O] 
least on a par with the United 

States, in relative values— would 
make a world of difference to the 
world of exports. 

The gap between the have and 
have-not nations may go on widen- 
ing; yet the general trend of eco- 
nomic development, with the growth 
of a middle class and the spread of 
literacy, must be good for books In 
English— and there is no sound 
reason why British publishers should 
not take a larger share of a larger 
market, if their diplomacy, their 
programming and their capitaliza- 
tion are adjusted to the needs of the 
time. ; 

The market In which some pub- 
lishers expect the biggest explosion, 
however, is in Europe. Entry into

English ns a guit-iMl si-cmul lan- 
guage, aiming it jKipulatinu of in- 
creasing prosperity. litci.Tcy, and (in 
Mime parts) book -awareness, a new 
chapter might be opened in the 
hist(.ii y of the publishing trade. As 
in oilier trades, of course, the price 
would have to be paid in readjust- 
ments of organization, thinking, and 
what passes for tradition. It would 
strengthen the pressure, fur greater 
standardization and imilormiiy in 
production, h would, hopefully, 
me It the defensive hlimpislmexs of 
the printing trade. It ought to mean a 
long-delayed transformation in the 
payment of royalties to authors, 
whose export sales still bring (for 
most) so Jerisorily small a return , 
in pi oportion to domestic sales. 
Some publisher have apparently 
already begun to recast agreements 
to this end: Maurice Temple Smith, 
for instance, offers authors a stan- 
dard rate on both export and home 
sales, although it starts a little lower 
down the scale, at 9 per cent. 

This is only one of many ways in 
which traditional practices, still 
sometimes defended as inseparable 
from the fabric of national life, will 
be remoulded or discarded during 
the next decade. A more crucial 
change— and one which still appears 
remote — may be the suspension of 
the Net Book Agreement, as a later 
result of going into Europe. To 
many people in thc trade the end of 
Ihe Agreement (and Resale Price 
Maintenance) seems to spell tbe end 
of the world; but such a step 
(already favoured by a number of 
independent-minded publishers) may 
well seem less apocalyptic after a 
few more years of Ihe current para- 
lysing pattern, in which the annual 
number of titles continues to 
expand while Ihe amount of space in 
which to sell them at home contin- 
ues to contract. In any case it seems 
likely that some publishers — individ- 
1 ually or in co -partnership—^ will 
! invest, in key areas, in the main- 
. tc nil nee of adequate bookshops ; that 
tin- use of direct mail will be ox- 
tended, for selective and specialized 
1,1 audiences', and that, with Lhe help 
J of the National Book League and 
. the Book Development Council, the

* on believing this, say the sceptics, 
t however warmly the trade may 



assure Itself tbal many hardcovers 
are still, in facl, sold at ' bargain 
prices ( before they are remain- 
dered), and that the public’s relative 
values have been distorted by years' 
of underpricing and free borrow- 
ing. Pampered it may be. but the 
rending minority won’t pay Any 
shillings for a novel below the best- 
seller level which they might be able 
to lake out of the library. If such a 
book doesn’t meet the intellectual 
and economic requirements of local 
librarians (both weirdly variable) it 
is improbable thnt they will pursue 
it through Ihe jungle of the ten 
more novels that have followed jt, 
on average, every day. Price-resis- 
tance is, after all, only. one factor in 
the -British reluctance to buy books. 
Those who do read are put off by 
the difficulty of choosing a Title 
and, having chosen it*. of actually 
getting it; by the sheer volume of 
output and the vast unlikelihood (in 
many parts of the country) of find- 
ing a bookshop assistant wjhp knows 
and/or cares.

Pocl-muxicians arc very rare.

This symposium uf twelve essays, 
edited and introduced by Professoi 
Prawer. has mudcsi aims, and on the 
whole achieves them : it does not pur- 
port to extend any " frontiers of 
knowledge", bill offeis a conspectus 
of standard opinions on German 
Romanticism which will benefit the 
harried student or layman. It has 
been well edited, with a considerably 
uniform layout of bibliographies, 
Jfcc.. a ct*nipreheiisive index, and rela- 
tively few mispiints. 

Kqinaniicisin is notoriously una 
nicnabic to attempt* to contain it in 
precise categories — one might 
almost as well try to bottle u henl- 
wave : evon to use the " -ism " word 
in linglLsh begs questions. Hence, 
presumably, the avoidance of the 
term in the title — but il is typical of 
this treacherous region that even the 
title avoids one pit only to fall into 
another: whilst the description of 
the forty years or so from 1795 as 
** the Romantic Period ’’ is in many 
ways apt. it is also a nonsense ill 
the key respect that almost all the 
major literature of the period came 
from non -Romantics like Goethe. 
Schiller, Hflldcilin, Klcisl. BDchncr, 
not to mention the young Heine; 
even E. T. A. Hoffmann, consis- 
tently adduced in lhc essays as a 
Romantic, is these days increasingly 
viewed in non-Romantic terms. The 
symposium’s answer to the problem 
of Romanticism's unamcnabtmy is 
to approach it straightforwardly but 
perilously in terms mainly of 
genres- “ 'flic Novel . ' The iWi/r- 
rhen ", &c. The difficulties here lie 
in the fact that German Romanti- 
cism was not only paradoxical and 
diffuse in the extreme (a point 
abundantly made in -the essays), bit 
was also a mode of thinking and 
feeling, a discrete "force' even, 
much more importantly than a sum 
of concrete, formal achievement L 
Nevertheless, this approach can 
he useful, as Hans Eichncr s lucid 
and well-argued survey of the novel 
shows; or the late Eifdo Masons 
beautifully styled and nitanced piece 
on the aphorism. This essay-* par- 
ticularly interesting, tor Mason s 
concentration on the ‘‘minor but 
arcliely pally Romnntic Fragment 
rorm enabled, him to convey -more 
of the mood and paradoxical 
essence of Romanticism than possi- 
bly any othemf the contributors,

He meant his boat lo mas- 
querade as a fishing vessel, so that 
he could approach unsuspecting sub- 
marines when they surfaced, and, 
at the last moment, raise the Stars 
and Stripes tif not the Jolly RogerJ 
and throw grenades and home-made 
bombs down the enemy’s com- 
panion-ways. In fact, jn two years 
he saw only one cruft which, after 
ignoring his approach fi*f some time, 
sailed over the hhrizon with insulting . 
indifference. . .. 

There is no such debunking flip- 
pancy in hk treatment of Thomas 
Hudson's service at sea, but none 
the less these parts of ijie novel have ; 
their own peculiar' kind of honesty;-

Rimini . which he left unfi- 
nished when hc abandoned ihc sea . 
novel in 1951. is formless —the boys' 
visit, which could have given it shape, 
ends abruptly — and leaves many 
loose ends. However, it does contain 
occasional flashes of good writing, 
and one or two passages of painful 
.self-analysis, which prevent its being 
wholly unrewarding. 

At Sen is much the best section 
— Hemingway, in a moment of en- 
thusiasm recorded by Carlos Baker, 
said il was “ impregnable lo criti- 
cism". It is nm that, but il is an 
dfleient and at limes beautifully 
written narrative of violent action. 
Its distinctive quality can hc isolated 
hy recalling General l.anham’s praise 
of Hemingway's unrivalled eye for 
terrain, in lhc military sense.

It is easy to make damaging criti- 
cisms of Islands in the Stream, yet it 
i* with all its weaknesses, the most in- 
teresting Hemingway novel to appear 
since For Whom the Bell Tolls. It is 
free of the grotesque self- parody of 
Across the River, and. of the rather 
wooilen heroics of The Old Man atl “ 
the Sea. From 1930 onward*. Hem- 
in eway, both as tnnn and artist, hnd 
tended to hide behind the familiar 
mask which, Tor die ignorant and the 
prejudiced, is Hemingsvay. The fea- 
tures of the mask reflect the master- 
ful and supremely competent man of 
action, the boastful genius, an,d (ho 
sophisticated wealthy citizen of the 
world who knows better than, any- 
one else where and how to Lake his 
pleasure*. Unlike the personae of 
Yonts a ltd Pound, which enabled 
them to explore . themselves oil a 
larger stage, Hemingway’s mask is ■ 
one behind which the artist’s irhc 1 
personality is in danger of disappear 
ing altogether.

T veil memory fails him : (he drink he 
lakes on flic night before (he final 
gunbuttlc " unlocks " his memory, he 
iv hcJ rayed into happy recollections 
ol his eldest son and of his first wife, 
only to be brought back to the facta 
of death and loss. 

All experiences and all memories 
lead back lo the central horror,

There is no release even through vio- 
lent ad km, fn Bimini, Thomas Hud- 
son is a brooding spectator, not a par- 
ticipant, at the waterfront fight, and 
on the occasions when his son David 
confronts a shark in the wider, and 


hies to land a giant muilm he has 
hooked. His pur-itit of the Cici mails 
is a failure: he lakes his ship straight 
into an ambush, and in the fight kills 
nil the ticrnian sailors instead of tak- 
ing the prisunci s lie was instructed to 
get. 

Me fa«s death at the end of the 
novel with a .sense of ielier (“ All your 
file is just pointed towards it 
" Death ", he tc fleets. " is really 
final." Perhaps the job of nonthink- 
ing can be done at last. 

The upshot is (hat Islands in ihe 
Stream is the most bleak and deso- 
lating of ail Hemingway's published 
works. In spite of many local weak- 
nesses, this consistent and unspar- 
ingly honest sclf-scruliny gives it n 
certain limited distinction. But 
honesty is not enough to make a 
great novel. In The Sun Also Rises 
and A Farewell to Anns, Heming- 
way was able to give the emptiness 
and the horror the imaginative reson- 
ance of a metaphysical condition. By 
relating this vision lo the First World 
War he made it part of the history of 
(he age, and by drawing from it a 
psychology of the fife of sensation 
he gave il a universal human applica- 
tion. In the later novel it has .shrunk 


to the dimensions of the private 
nightmare of one man's despair. 

It is impossible nut lo revert, in 
conclusion, to the curious circum- 
stances surrounding the publication 
-and the non-puhlicalion- of Hem- 
ingway's manuscripts. Util for the 
breakdown of n commercial deal 
with CosiiHtpoliitin magazine. At Sen 
wuuld have been published in I ‘>5 1 
or 1952. and the delay in bringing 
il out is absolutely unpardonable 
when one knows that the author him- 
self considered il a finished work. 

This is not Ihe only cause Tor 
anxiety. Certain statements made by 
Mrs. Hemingway imply that wc may 
often be reading all unreliable (ext.

to them a more involved argument : 
that since this decision will start a 
fuss, and since everyone knows that 
wc know it will start a fuss, if wc 
go ahead and give Solzhenitsyn llic 
prize Just the same it will prove total 
impartiality and prove that he has 
qualified for the award on literary 
grounds so unassailable that they 
outrank more diplomatic considera- 
tions. On these terms, this year's 
Nobel Prize would be some sort of 
beacon of cultural purism. 

ls.it really so, however? Perhaps 
Solzhenitsyn does deserve, on exclu- 
sively literary grounds, n prize 
looked on. in only loo many places, 
as the most [oiling literary honour 
of all.

It cannot be awarded loo regularly

Of Frith it is said that “ he recorded 
pullulating scenes from Victorian 
middle-class life"; perhaps iL may 
be allowed that the Victorian 
middle classes did have a tend- 
ency to pullulate, but not on Rams- 
gate sands, not on Epsom Downs 
and not in Frith’s pie-lures. 

It is easy lo be annoyed by bits 
of Lhis hook, but for all that it will 
be a most useful work and one that 
provides an enormous amount of 
information which otherwise could 
only be found by searching through 
a large number of other publications.

The celestial sphere 
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GILBERT K. SATTERTHW A ITE : 
Encyclopedia of Astronomy 
537pp. Hamlyn. £6 6s. 

Several encyclopedias of -astronomy 
have appeared in recent years, and 
most of these .seem to emphasize the 
more spectacular results of modern 
galactic and space research at the 
expense of the purely basic astro- 
nomy which is still of vital import- 
ance. Mr. Satlerthwaitc has done 
something lo rectify this. He gives 
more than 2,tt.'0 entries, covering 
every aspect of astronomy and the 
necessary branches of physics, and 
he has used bis experience to give 
descriptions of the fundamentals of 
astronomy which are very readable 
and show a real appreciation of the 
problem? and uf their solution. 

The accounts of optics and op- 
tical instruments arc thorough and 
up to date, and the excellent dia- 
grams and many pages of pP^Of 
graphs add much to their value. 
The , history of astronomy Is not 
overlooked, and there are many 
biographies of famous astronomers. 
Here and elsewhere, it is fairly 
obvious that the work has been 
directed . towards the Bnti«» 
ma&e^KU; altogether an tmwet- 
c&ite cb^nge. There are detailed 


accounts of the Sun, Moon, planets 
and other members of the solar 
system, and these are so extended 
that the more prominent fea- 
tures of the surface of the 
Moon and Mare are Bated sep- 
arately.

In September. 1970, ni Bonn, Minis- 
ters from sixteen European govern- 
ments met to discuss the inter- 
national implications of regional 
planning, thus adding another 
dimension to an already confusing 
subject. Whilst town planning has 
a long history, the regional variety is 
of fairly recent origin, having grown 
up alongside the problems of the 
modern world. It is rhe kind of sub- 
ject that is learnt by doing. 

It is practised on ul least two 
didincl, but not always distinguish- 
able. -levels. One is economic and 
deal-, with the national allocation of 
resources to correct regional imbal- 
ances; die oilier, at a nunc local 
level, is plty-sical although the objec- 
tives can be economic, social, aes- 
thetic. or ail three. The areas oov. 
cred by -iho two types art not 
always the same. Nor is Lt always 
easy to define which among regions 
are the haves :hkI the have-nots. 
For all Ihe economic and cultural 
vitality of south-east England, it is a 
problem area lo its [planners if the 
recent spate of reports, studies, and 
strategies is anyibing to goby.

In these circumstances, any 
attempt to clarify the issues is to he 
welcomed and Peter Hall’s Charles 
Beard Memorial Lectures, delivered 
at Ruskin College. Ox-ford, in the 
early part of 1969. form a lucid 
introduction lo a complex sphere ot 
activity. The six lectures are now- 
presented with a brief foreword by 
the author, who has " resisted ail 
temptation lo mule them into some- 
thing different". With the exception 
of a few ugly technical terms 
(" non-Jisaggrcgaled ", for example) 
they read well enough as they are. 

The first two lectures deal with 
definitions (of planning and nr re- 
gions), and are elementary but illu- 
minating; the second two review the 
stale of play in the expanding field 
of techniques. Though regional 
plan nine is not ye! the precision 
instrument that Professor Hall 
hankers after, he lias made a brave 
attempt lo categorize and rationalize 
a not very disciplined process. This, 
may be desirable for a basic trcidqr 


objectives. And. as the author 
admits, there is a place in the 
process for intuitive invention. Too 
rigid an academic discipline there- 
fore may not reflect reality. The 
story of the ihird London airport is 
perhaps enough lo suggest that hard 
and fast rules are impractical, at 
least in a country where planning is 
supposed to be for people able to 
participate publicly.
